ing girls of thai city will have a hotel of Iheir own, this being 
provided for by a bequest of a wealthy man, Charles B. Web- 
ster of R. H. Macy & Co., who left one-third of his property 
for this purpose.

The building, which will cost three quarters of a million, 


will be exclusively for working girls. It will be thirteen stories 
high and will have accommodations for 400 persons. It is to 
be located within a mile of Hie -department store zone, where 
many '.of Ihose who will occupy it are employed, and will not 
be operated for profit. 
A liberal endowment has been made 


• 
for 
operating expenses, and pefsons-who find homes there will 


'be accommodated at the most reasonable rates possible. 


This is not the first 'philanthropy of the kind and it will 


probably not be the last. Men of wealth are frequently pro: 
viding great benefits and facililies'for the use 6f the public, 
homes for working girls being only one form-of philanthropy. 
\ Such things as these give point to what was said by a man 
only a few days ago while discussing matters and conditions 
with a fellow townsman.

b e forgotten o r overlooked.
